Order Lewis 
To Testify 


O Lesiily (#)—Federal 
Judge T. Alan Goldsborough to- 
day ordered John L. Lewis to 
bargain with the Southern Coal 
Producers association, headed by 
Joseph E. Moody. 

Goldsborough granted a court 
order asked by attorneys repre- 
senting Robert N. Denham, gen- 
eral counsel of the National Labor 
Relations board. 

The Judge said that it was ap- 
parent from the record that Lewis 
did not want to bargain with the 
Southern association because he 
wanted to “destroy”’ it. 

He suggested that the United 
Mine workers chief might desire 
to bring about the destruction of 
the Southern association “because 
it ig harder to deal with” a single 
unit with representatives of the 14 
smaller associations through the 
south which make up the associa- 
tion. 

“Certainly it’s unreasonable in 
this present case for the Union 
to say ‘we’re entitled to one rep- 
resentative for 99 units and the 
Southern Producers associations,’ ” 
he continued. 

“That is not only not logical, 
but it is mot reasonable,” the, 
Judge said. 

New contract talks between coal 
operators and Lewis broke down 
May 18 when Lewis refused _ to 
consent to Moody sitting at the 
conference table as the associa- 
tion’s representative.

ASTRONOMERS USHER IN NEW ERA 
OF SCIENCE WITH HALE TELESCOPE 


PALOMAR MOUNTAIN (PP) 
——Astronomers ushered in a new 
scientific era today as they pre- 
pared to tackle the mysteries of 
the universe with the 200-inch 
Hale telescope—mankind’s ‘“win- 
dow to the stars’. 

The giant telescope-camera 
atop Palomar mountain in South- 
ern California was dedicated for- 
mally yesterday by some of the 
nation’s top-ranking scientists. 
It will afford them twice the 
space-penetrating power of any 
instrument previously at their 
disposal. 

Newsmen who took their first 
peek through the “Big Eye’’ last 
night labelled the show some- 
thing, of a disappointment. ; 

They gazed at the planet Sa- 
turn but said they couldn’t see 
much. Saturn, 71,500 miles 
across, appeared as a globe about 
two inches wide. 

Astronomers patiently explain- 
ed however, that looking through 
the telescope is meaningless. | It 
wasn’t designed for that.
